appear to have their flanks in the 
north carefully guarded. 

The southern semicircle which is 
the second part of the line we need 
to cons der, begins at Longchamps 
on the Oise, follows the river around 
as far as La Fere and then curving 
around to the east follows the Al- 
lette and later the Aisne. Here we 
have a condition similar in many 
respects to the northern curve. 
The northern flank of the Germans 
is guarded by the Ohe River, which 
is a mos effective barrier. It has 
not as far as we know been under 
attack, the French having just 
reached it as this is being written. 
The southern flank is guarded by 
the Allette and the north by the 
Aisne, the semicircle being complete 
at Berry-Au-Bac. 

The Atlette front ts just as secure- 
ly guarded as ig the Oise front in 
the north. The Allette itself is not 
much of a barrier, but the steep 
hills which rise from the valley of 
the rivor make it an obstacle of 
great defensive value. The dan- 
ger point is found between the point 
where the Allette turns north and 
Bérry-Au-Bac, and this is the only 


unguarced section of the entire 
German line. 
If the French can push thelr 


lines buf a little further eastward 
and clear the line of the Aisne as 
far as Derry-Au-Bac there is every 
likelihood of their being able to cut 
off Laon from the east by an ad- 
vance northward from Berry-At- 
Bac. Ti is the only exposed int 
south of the North Sea. With all 
the flanks of the two circular parts 
of the line guarded, it is possible 
that the Germans may yet disap- 
point the Alles and get away, but, 
however, minus a mrge part of their 
military paraphernalia. Their 
method of retreat has always been 
the same. It consists in holding 
tightly en the flanks and gradually 
crawing away the center, the sides 
gradually yielding as the center 
pulls back. 

For thi# operation the Germans, 
a we have seen, are admirably lo- 
cated. They cannot, of course, get 
away clean. But they can escape 
disaster unless Foch able to 
crush in the sides of thelr defense 
before the center can get far enough 
eastware. There can be no doubt 
of a German retreat. It is inert 
able. Germany may be able to de- 
lay it for a few days longer at 
great risk to herself, but is is cer- 
tain to come. 

NO PBACE SOON. 

With the Germans giving ground 
on all sides, it i thought In many 
quarters that the war is over and 
that we shal! have peace before the 
new year. That will depend on Just 
what kind of a peace we mean. We 
ean have peace tomorrow if we 
wish—a German pesee— peace 
made around the council! table, on 
the basis of compromise. But if 
we still hold that there can be no 
compromise between right and 
wrong, that we cannot arbitrate 
murder and piracy and pillage, if, 
In short, we hold that the only peace 
we willl accept pill be a German 
surrender, there no possibility of 
peace this year, certainly not de- 
fore summer of next year 

What Germany will do, what she 
ie doing, is falling back to shorten 
her lines. She can take up a line 
back of the Meuse River over 100 
miles shorter than her present lines 
and thereby add 750,000 men to 
Her position

CITY’S VICTIMS. 


Afflicted Persons. 


Red Cross to Help Fight the 
Influenza Here. 


Number of Cases Show but 
Slight Increase. 


There is nothing in the 
so-called epidemic of in- 
fluenza in Angeles to 
warrant any scare, any ap- 
prehension or any int 
tion of business or the ordi 
nary transactions of life.] 


Further steps to forestall an epi- 
demic cf influenza here were taken 
yesterday by the city health de- 
partment, when Health Commis- 
sioner Powers and Dr. 8. P. Brooks 
of the United States Public Health 
Department ordered the building oo- 
cupied by the Parent-Teacher 
Clinic, No. $36 Yale street, convert- 
er into an emergency hospital. 

The building will be fully eqpipped 
immediately, under the direction of 
E. D. Lyman of the Red Cross. It 
will have a capacity of 200 beds and 
the Red Cross will be in charge of 
it. Primarily it will accommodate 
soldiers and sailors, but to the ex- 
tent that it is necessary to safe- 
guard the health of the general pub- 
lc it win open its doors to any case 
of influenza which, in the opinion 
of the health authorities, should be 
isolated. 

Dra. Powers and Brooks and Mr. 
Lyman visited the Parent-Teacher 
Clinie yesterday and made arrange- 
ments for its immediate occupancy 
and Mr. Lyman epent the remainder 
of the day making plans for fitting 
up the emergency hospital without 
delay 

Forty-one cases of influenza and 
one death were reported at the City 
Health Office yesterday forenoon. 
Reports were not received during 
the afternoon, and the customary 
mall reports did not arrive, on ac- 
count of it being Sunday, so a fair 
statement of the number of cases 
which manifested themselves yester- 
day was not available, but Health 
Commissioner Powers expressed the 
opinion that the number might not

WAS RESIDENT OF SOUTHLAND 
FOR MORE THAN THIRTY- 
FOUR YEARS. 


Private funeral services will be 
held today for Capt. John H. Folks, 
a veteran of the Civil War, for 
thirty-four years a resident ef the 
Southiand, who died Saturday, at 
his home, No. 1120 Douglas street, 
at the age of 81 years. 

He was born in Ohio, August 3, 
1837.

HE PEACE 

Cables from the western front yester- 
day confirm the growing conviction that 
the German armies are definitely beaten 
and that the German retreat from France 
and Belgium is as disastrous, in a way, as 
that of Napoleon from Russia. At no point 
on the whole front from ti English Chan- 
nel to the Swiss border has the enemy been 
able to make a definite stand. The war 
news ie of as great interest as the pend- 
ing peace negotiations. Each ot four Al- 
lied armies reported a decisive victory 
yesterday. Laon, La Fere and almost the 
whole of the St. Cobain massif were occu- 
pied by victorious French troops. The 
Third and Fourth British armies have en- 
circled Douai and the western end of that 
fortified stronghold was occupied by the 
British and Canadian troops last night. An 
American army is making important ad- 
vances through the Meuse Valley, and a 
flanking movement on the German line 
north of Chemin des Dames is under way. 
From the Balkans comes the gratifying 
report that Allied troops have occupied 
Nish, capital of Serbia, and that communi- 
Cations between Germany and Turkey 
through the Balkans are definitely cut. 
This victory is possibly the most impor 
tant of all yesterday's successes, for Ger- 
many and Austria are now separated from 
one of their most important sources of food 
supplies. It is a strategical victory of su- 
preme importance. 

Germany's reply to the President's diplo- 
matic inquiry in response to Prince Maxi- 
milian’s -proposat for an armistice and 
Peace has been received and is couched in 
terms that Secretary McAdoo characterises 
“unconditional surrender”. One cannot see 
anything else on the face of it than uncon- 
ditional surrender, as Mr. McAdoo says. 
The government has asked the country to 
withhold its judgment until the President 
has received the note officially and has had 
time to consider it. In other words, the 
reply is addressed to the President and the 
country is requested to permit the Presi- 
dent to reply to it first. The Times holds 
that this request is reasonable. The origi- 
nal German peace note was addressed to 
the President. Through Secretary Lansing 
he asked the German Chancellor to clarify 
fits terms. The 


President's inquiries, using categorically 
the President's own words. On its face 
the note is a complete and unequivocal 
acceptance of the President's own peace 
terms. It ig dificult to take any other 
view of Germany's attitude than that ex- 
pressed by Secretary McAdoo. 

But it must not be forgotten that America 
is cooperating with other Allied peoples: 
that Great Britain, France, Italy, Belgium 
and Japan and a number of other nations 
are also concerned. Their views cannot be 
ignored. While it might be theoretically 


possibile for the United States to negotiate. 


& separate peace, such a thought has 
never entered the President's mind. To 


desert one’s friends is not an American 


trait; and loyalty to our Allies demands 
that the President shall confer with them 
and that all shall Se in perfect accord be- 
fore he adopts any definite policy. This 
is what the President probably has in mind 


When he asks the country to withhold its 


comment until he has acted. 

The outstanding feature of the situation 
is the fact that all the Allied nations look 
to the President as the world’s spokesman. 
It was not so six months ago, nor when 
America entered the war. The real sig- 
nificance of the President's peace terms 
did not dawn upon the world until our 
Liberty Army on the western front and our 
mavy on the high seas proved that the 
President was backed by the power neces- 
sary to enforce his demands. High places en- 
tai] high responsibilities; the responsibility 
resting upon the President is staggering 
to contemplate. That which is written in 
the proposed international peace treaty will 
not be @ffaced during the lifetime of the 
Present generation. The weal or woe of 
future generations may rest upon the ter- 
mination of a single phrase. There are 
barriers yet to be passed, hurdles to be 
leaped, difficulties to be overcome before 
the treaty forming the league of the great 
and little nations of the world can be 


| drawn. 


When force abdicates to reason and 
justice new obstacies arise. A hasty ac 
tion, a misstep now may bring economic 
misery. The federation contemplated in 
the peace terms of the President resembles 
in a way the federation of American colo- 
nies which preceded the organization of 
the new American government under the 
Constitution. A country once entering 
the federation replaces its independence 
with a new interdependence. If the fed- 
eration is grounded on justice and equity, 
as was that formed by the American Con- 
stitution, great good may come of it. But 
if envy, greed and vengeance are givén 
seats at the great conference table, future 
generations may rue the day when such a 
federation was ever contemplated. Amer- 
joa is bound by no agreement to enter such 
a federation, nor is any other nation; but 
the trend of present negotiations wauld 
appear to be in that direction. \ 

There is no occasion for unseemly 
haste. The Allied armies are giving an ex- 
cellent account of themselves and the Ger- 
man and Austrian peoples are awakening 
rapidly to the fact that their war lords 
are weaklings. President Wilson 16 dis- 
posed to act with mature deliberation. 
The American people, along with their al- 
lies, can afford to wait. Their confidence 
ie not likely to de by aught that 
happens on the fighting nts while the. 
heads of the Entente governments confer.

MERICAN CASUALTIES. 

Lengthening casualty lists reveal that 
the American troops in France have been 
heavily engaged in the recent battles that 
have ended in glorious victories. ‘The num- 
ber of dead, gravely wounded or missing 
has risen to 45,900. The names of these 
have been cabled underseas and their fami- 
lies have been informed by the War De- 
partment. There are about 30,000 lesser 
casualties that have not been reported, 
bringing the total to 75,000. By these fig- 
ures we know that the Liberty boys are in 
the forefront of the battle and that the 
Huns are not withdrawing to superior po- 
sition, but are being steadily forced back, 
resisting all the way. While the American 
units are made up of what military experts 
term unseasoned troops, there has not been 
a single instance in which an American res 
iment has broken before an assault of 
enemy. front line bends at times be- 
fore an onrush, but it never breaks. 


Marshal Foch and Gen. Petain, his great 
infantry leader, say that their only critt- 
¢ciem of the American troops is that they 
are too reckless, that in their eagerness to 
odtain an objective they at times pay more 
for it than it is worth. That fault of not 
counting the cost where honor is involved 
is one of which the Liberty boys will not be 
easily broken. It is a fault of which every 
American will approve at heart, however’ 
much military authorities may condemn. 

Reproof for this reckless heroism will fall 
but lightly from the lips of the great French 
marshal; for Gen. Foch himself was, con- 
demned as a military instructor for cher- 
ishing too lofty ideals of the duty of a 
soldier and for giving too little attention to 
the German principle of the “will to vice 
tory.” That was at a time when the Ger- 
man victories in the Franco-Prussian war 
were causing a general acceptance of the 
German system of military instruction. 
Marshal Foch always held that Germany 
won in 1870 by reason of blunders of 
France and that the “will victory” was 
a barren phrase. The glorious victories of 
the last three months have proved the 
soundness of his views. It ts the spirit of 
Nathan Hale that animates the new Lib- 
erty Army of 1918, a regret not for what 
one gives, but that one can give so little. 
The achievements of our sons of freedom 
will be chronicled in song and story as the 
centuries pass. And for the fallen the les 
of France will bloom with greater purity 
above a hero’s breast. 


TRAGEDY OF RUSSIA. 
The latest news from Russia would in- 
dicate that that tragic country has begun to 
emerge from the effects of its dire calamity 


| and 1 responding hopefully to Allied treat- 


ment, Of all the bitter humiliations occa- 
sioned by the war Russia's portion was the 
most bitter—for she made the first “peace” 
in which, pleading for bread, she was given 
a stone. Deceived and humiliated by Ger- 
many, deceived and terrorized by her own 
Bolsheviki, she has suffered all the horrors 
and devastation of war, without the solace 
of any of its triumphs, without the con- 
sciousness enduring gallantry. Throw- 
ing off the yoke of Czardom and autocracy, 
grasping all too urgently for the panacea 
of democracy which proved to be a spurious 
and culpably adulterated brand, severing 
her unity with her best and most powerful 
friends, she has been at the mercy of her 
enemies within and without, degraded, 
broken, cheated, shamed. . 
The Bolsheviki, directly responsible for 
the ruin of Russia, masqueraded as Social 
Democrats, a shameful] travesty of democ- 
racy. The Bolshevik philosophy scorns de- 
mocracy, its methods and fdeals. It teaches 
the doctrine that an energetic minority has 
the right to dictate to the majority and 
force its will by violence. The only dit- 
ference between the despotism of the Rol- 
sheviki and the autocracy of the Kaiser is 
that of “efficiency.” While the country 
was struggling with discussions for arrfv- 
ing at decisions in a truly democratic man- 
ner the Bolsheviki organized armed resist- 
ance, not only against the provisional gov- 
ernment, but also against the majority in 


the Soviets who were anxious to save Rus- 
Sia from the German menace. They even 
suppressed by arms in January last the 
democratically elected assembly. 

Lenine and Trotrky, the Bolshevik lead- 
ers, were not in Russia when the revolu- 
tion broke out. They had been in exile fér 
years and knew little of the conditions 
arising from the war. They had lived on 
vague ideas and were oblivious to reality. 
As Maxim Gorky wrote: 

“Fancying themselves veritable Napo- 
leons, the Lenines, great and small, are 
going mad and completing the process 
the destruction of Russia. ... 1 be 
lieve it to be impossible with con- 
ditions to create a Socialistic.state. But 
why not try? What does the grand seig- 
neur Lenine risk by forcing the experi- 
ment? The risk only exists for those 
masses whom Lenine despises.” 


The last sentence is the keynote of Rus 


sian misery. There has been mo respect 
for the masses in Russia; they were de- 
spised by autocracy, despised by the tnvad- 
ers, despised by the Bolsheviki. Only the 
Allies believed in them; only the Allies, 
whom they cast off, were their friends. 
Their misery was complete when they dis- 
covered they Wad discarded the precious 
boon of friendship and respect for a shame 
ful peace, for civil war, for rampant an- 
archy. Their leaders proved themeely 
Judases and Cains. 

It has been a bitter lesson, fraught with 
suffering and humiliation. But Russia 
again sees the dawn and a new day is 
rising for her, The overthrow of the Bol- 


and the Allies are rushing to her ald’ The 
plans of the new Russian provisional gov- 
ernment, formed at the Pan-Russian con- 
vention, have all the earmarks of sincere 
democracy and order may yet come out of 
chaos. Reconstruction has started its long 
march, and there is solid confidence in the 
fact that the United States of America will 


take a leading hand In the restoration.

THE CZECHO-SLOVAKS. 


Who They are, What They Want. 


BY VLADIMIR NOSEK. 
The recent declaration, by which 
Great Britain so generously and ex- 


* plicitly recognized the efforts of the 


Czecho-Slovaks as an Allied nation, 
forms not only the guarantee and 
charter of liberty for ourselves, but 
is also an assurance that the Allies 
are clearly conscious of the neces- 
sity of the breakup of Austria for 
the welfare of future humanity. 

The Czecho-Slovaks, of simply 
Czechs (pronounces Tchecks) inhab- 
it a compact im the 
center between the Baltic and the 
Adriatic. The term comprises seven 
million of Cechs of Bohemia, Mora- 
via and Silesia, and three million 
Slovaks, who speak a dialect of 
Czech, in Northern Hungary. Sur 
rounded by high mountains and 
deeply wedged in between Berlin, 
Vienna and Budapest, the Czecho 
Slovaks form a veritable fortress and 
the most western Slav outpost 
Throughout their history they had 
to defend themselves against Ger- 
man and Magyar onslaughts, and to- 
day, being the most advanced and 
the most determined of the non- 
German nations of Central Furope, 
they form a real menace to Ger 
many. 

Being Slavs by race, like the Rus- 
sians, Poles and Serbs, and regard. 
ing Austria-Hungary, who since 1620 
dominated them and deprived them 
of independence and Hberty, as their 
deadly enemy, the Czecho-@lovaks 
sided whole-heartedly with the Al- 
lies since the begifining of thé war. 
Czech leaders were imprisoned by 
Austria, Czech soldiers in the Aus 
trian army surrendered wholesale 
whenever opportunity offered itself, 
and the Czecho-Slo tn the Allied 
countries volunteered to fight against 
the Central Powers. 

The task of organizing Czecho- 
Slovak forces in the Allied countries, 
and in the first place the 350,000 
Czecho-Slovak prisoners of war who 
voluntarily surrendered to Russia, 
Serbia and Italy, fell to the Czecho- 
Slovak National Council, whe have 
now at least been recoghized 4s 
Practically the provisional govern- 
ment of Bohemia. The president of 
this council is Prof. T. G. Masaryk, 
a venerable Czech leader and phi- 
losopher, who was sent by the par 
ties in Bohemia to the Allied coun 
tries during the first year of the war. 
With him escaped also another em. 
nent Czech leader, Dr. Edward Ber- 
tes, lecturer at the Prague Univer- 
sity, who ig acting as sécretary-gen- 
eral on the National Council. The 
third member of the Czecho-Slovak 
provisional government is Gen. Stef- 
anik, a distinguished Slovak airman 
and scientist. Without having the 
powers of a real government, the 
Czecho-Slovak National Council] nev- 
ertheless succeeded in raising a con- 
siderable army in France, Italy and 
especially in Russia. It will be re 
membered that France issued a de- 
cree authorizing the formation of an 
autonomous Czecho-Slovak army, un- 
der the political direction of the Na-

tional Council, in „ 1917, 
and Italy in April, 1918. An the 
Czecho-Slovak troopa (in. Russia, 


France and Italy) greatly exceeding 
100,000 men, form a single army with 
headquarters in France. 

The bulk of this army has been 
recruited from among Crecho-Siovak 
Prisoners of war ia Russia. Unfor- 
tunately, when we succeeded in or- 
ganizing two whole divisions in Rus- 
sia last year, after great efforts and 
under tremendous difficulties Russia 
collapsed. It was then (in February, 


1918) decided by Prof. Masaryk, wha 


at that time was iu Russia, that this 
army should be transported to 
France. Unaffected by Bolshevism, 
the Czecho-Slovaks only one de 
sire—to assist to the victory of the 
Allies. The Bolsheviki at first grant- 
ed them free passage to Viadivostok, 
but later they yielded to German in- 
trigues and to 


Siberian Railway. There 
duced and enabled the Allies 


regeneration of Russia, but also for 
the victory of the Allied cause. 

The international position of Bo- 
hemia will be very advantageous. 
Bohemia is economically rich and 
self-supporting, with strong geo- 
graphic frontiers. Since she will 
border on Poland in the north, with 
whom she will conclude a close al- 
ance, she will have an outlet to the 
sea in Danzig. Austria and Hungary 
will become small states of little 
value for Germany will be placed

slavia and Greater Rumania in the 
south. There is no doubt that Bo- 
hemia’ will be a thoroughly demo 
cratic and absolutely anti-German 
state on whom the Allies will 
be able to rely. The downfall of 
Austria will mean an end of reac- 
tion. autocracy and racial tyranny 
in Central Burope. It will mean 
the definite victory of the ae 
of justice and democracy which 
the Allies are fighting in this war.
